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MINUTES OF FEBRUARY MEETING 


The February CARC meeting began at 7:31 PM with a round of intro- 
duction by 47 members and guests present and our President Myron N8DHT 
presiding. 


TREASURER'S REPORT ~ Stan reported that our club now has $2254.57 
in checking, $325.13 in savings and our CD is currently worth $2118.32 
foratotal of $4698.02. Our memberhsip roster now numbers 204. He also 
gave a more detailed break-down and passed around sheets showing our 
expenditures and income. Motion made to accept the Treasurer's Report, 
as read, made by Shirley K8MZT, seconded by John K8LBZ and approved. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT - Frank KE8G read tke correspondence received 
concerning the Orlando Hamcation in March and the Lake County Hamfest 
on March 27th. We also received the Annual Report Form from ARRL. A 
pitch was also made to renew your ARRL: membership through Stan our 
Treasurer. For each ARRL member renewing this way, CARC gets $2 from 
everyone. If you are joining for the first time or it's been 5 years 
(or more) since you've been a League member, CARC gets to keep $5 of 
your ARRL dues. It helps our'club treasury and doesn't cost you anymore 
plus part of your ARRL dues:helps your local radio club. Just send Stan 
your ARRL renewal form and envelope with a check made payable to CARC 
and he'll take care of the rest. We still have many members (CARC mem- 
bers) who have not paid their club dues forthe current year.

By pressing a button, help will be summoned to find out what is 
wrong. Also, reset a timer every 12 or 24 hours, depending on the time 
set, failure to reset the timer will begin the emergency procedure.

Hendershot KA8FTP and is residing in Canton.

PLEASE USE 5x7%" to 6%x9%" - NO SMALLER — NO LARGER 

Include your call letters with your return address on all letters 
you send to the buieau. 
If you have two calls, i.e. W8AA for a new call and W8xXYZ for an 
old one, keep two envelopes on file - one for each callsign. 
If you are operating portable keep an envelope on file at the 
"home" bureau. None is required at the "portable" bureau. K8PYD/3 
only requires and envelope at the 8th area bureau. 
ONLY ONE CALL TO AN ENVELOPE. The individual who handles W8AA does 
not handle W8XYZ. Any envelope we get like this will be filed 
only under one callsign and the other crossed out. 
Envelopes which are received with no call on them will be returned 
QSLs have only calls on them. . 
You control the rate at which youreceive cards by the rate at which 
you work DX and the postage on your envelope. You will receive 
6 to 8 cards for each 22¢ of postage. We endeavor to avoid send- 
ing out "postage due". 
Two envelopes with 22¢ of postage are preferred to one envelope 
with 39¢ of postage. 
Your last envelope will be marked "LAST ENVELOPE AT BUREAU". 
Cards which are not claimed 90 days after date of receipt at the 
bureau will be destroyed. : ; 
If you do not want your cards please notify the bureau in writing 
Inquiries to the bureau should be in writing, they will be an- 
swered by the bureau manager. ag 
All cards and SASE's are presorted to subgroups by the first let- 
ter of your callsign suffix. i.e. K8PYD goes to the "P" subgroup. 
When writing the bureau please enclose an SASEif you expect a reply 
Do not telephone the bureau at the above address to inquire as to 
the status of your cards. The bureau address isa receiving point 
only. One of our letter managers has your cards/envelopes at his 
home. ; : 
Please do not send loose postage. It can easily get lost. EXCEP- 
TION - to reimburse letter manager for postage from his pocket to 
notify you of cards on, hand at the bureau. 
We donot handle USA to USA cards except from bonafide QSL managers 
of DX stations. 
We do not handle outgoing cards to foreign countries. Refer to 
various advertisements in Amateur publications or contact the 
ARRL for members only service. , . 
If everyone follows these procedures, we can continue to provide 
timely, efficient service for your incoming cards: Pleas help us 
by doing so.
